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PREFACE. 


The size of this little volume bears no proportion to the 
amount of time and labor bestowed on its preparation. A 
year since, when the work was commenced, I supposed that 
my spare hours during a period of a few weeks would suffice 
for its completion. But, as I proceeded with its preparation 
and arrangment, the possibility of reducing the method of 
abbreviation to a system became more and more apparent, 
and this, despite the vagaries of English orthography, which 
make the written language so difficult for the foreigner to 
learn. Each revision which I made of the list of common 
words, I supposed would be the last. But as it was proceeded 
with, new devices for adding to the utility of the system 
were discovered, until the printers’ proofs have been modi- 
fied, enlarged and returned nearly thirty times, doubtless 
greatly to their disgust, and I fear that they have long 
wished to be rid of such an unusual, tedious and vexa- 
tious job. That I have been able, even now, to com- 
plete the work, is due to the fact that my ten weeks’ 
vacation during the past summer, which I had hoped to de- 
vote to rest and recreation, was largely given to its final 
revision and rearrangement. Even then it could not have 
been accomplished had not a long experience as a steno- 
grapher come to my aid replete with many practical sugges- 
tions. The use of the system may show the need of a few 
further modifications. ‘hat it may be made as complete 
as possible I shall be happy to receive hints from others 
which they think will add to its usefulness. K.ck: Ux

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STENO-PRINTING. 


1. The practical excellence which has been attained by 
successive improvements in the construction of the instru- 
ment known as the Type-writer and the comparative rapidity 
with which skilled and experienced operators can use it for the 
purposes of correspondence and transcription and in printing 
from dictation, have suggested to many the thought that, 
by.a judicious system of abbreviation of the written language, 
the speed of its operation may be so largely increased as to 
utilize the invention for the purposes of reporting. Already 
Mr. Deming, one of the official stenographers of the Third 
Judicial District of the Supreme Court of the State of New 
York, has employed the invention in the practice of his pro- 
fession as a court reporter. In the exceptional achievements 
in this direction, however, I do not find encouragement for 
a belief that any mechanical device will, except in rare in- 
stances, be used asa substitute for the stenographic art in 
practical reporting. But, for the purpose of economizing 
time in the dictation of correspondence and legal documents, 
and in any business pursuit where the services of a steno- 
graphic amanuensis can be profitably employed, the Type- 
writer, by the adoption of a proper scheme of abbreviation, 
may be used to advantage. To extend the usefulness of the 
instrument in this direction is the purpose of the author in 
the preparation of this little book. 


THE PRACTICABILITY OF ABBREVIATION. 
2. In commercial correspondence and bookkeeping, the ne- 
cessity of saving time has compelled the adoption of abbre- 
viations for those words employed in the formal parts of 
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letters and for others which, in the routine of current busi- 
ness, most frequently occur. Such words in their shortened 
forms are as easily read by the commercial man as though 
they were written in full. Thus “Dr Sr,” “Yrs rspy,” 
(4 aect.” ce pkg,” “mdz,” 6s mt,” 66 mo,” “ins,” 66 Co.” be Mr.” 


“Mrs.” “mnfr,” “C. 0. D.” “st,” ‘‘str,” and “R. R.” areas 


readily understood as if the words had been written out'> 


in full, ‘‘ Dear sir,” “ Yours respectfully,” ‘ account,” 
‘“ package,” ‘‘ merchandize,” “interest,” ‘“ month,” ‘ insur- 
ance,” ‘county ” or ‘‘Company,” ‘ Mister,” ‘ Mistress,” 
“manufacture,” “ collect on delivery,” “ street,” “ steamer,” 
and ‘ railroad.” Many other illustrations might be given of 
the extent to which abbreviation is practised in the spheres of 
business. ‘These, however, are sufficient to suggest the 
thought that, the device of respresenting words in shortened 
forms can be so far extended and reduced to a system as to 
greatly accelerate the speed with which ideas are preserved 
in written language, even by the use of the ordinary long 
hand letters. That which seems so reasonable in theory is 
practicable in fact. 


3. The stenographer who has had an extended experience 
in the practice of his art, is struck with the fact that the 
words used in conversation or composition in any depart- 
ment of human thought are relatively few in number. 
Among these are gronps of words derived from the same 
roots and only varying in form by being coupled with a dif- 
ferent prefix or suffix. An extended investigation of this 
subject will demonstrate the fact, that a few hundred primi- 
tive words (most of which undergo but slight modifications 
in form, in accordance with the requirements of gramatical 
usage in respect of number, gender, person, mood and tense, 
or their transfer for use as other parts of speech) embrace 
fully nineteen-twentieths of the language ordinarily employ - 
ed by professional writers. 

4, A series of experiments extending over a year has shown 
that, employing the ordinary letters of the English alphabet,

ither written or printed, the abbreviation of words most 
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commonly employed in actual speech may be carried to the 
extent of using from one to five of the constituent letters 
of each and the writing or print be perfectly legible to.a per- 
son of fair education and intelligence who has given a few 
weeks of study to the system of shortened representation.

STENO-PRINTING. 


9. When the Type-writer is employed as the instrument 
for recording the language dictated by the business man, 
lawyer, editor, or author, the value of such a method of brief 
representation of words becomes conspicuous. In long hand 
writing, from two to seven movements of the fingers of one 
hand are requisite for the formation of each letter ; and the 
maximum speed at which the most rapid penman can write 
symmetrically does not exceed forty words a minute. And 
this rate cannot be continued for any considerable period of 
time. As the hand tires,. which is inevitable under the 
strain, the writing loses its symmetry, and gradually the 
outlines become irregular until, at last, the writing, at the 
close of the days effort, sometimes degenerates into a scrawl, 
to decipher which memory and context are often resorted 
to as indispensable auxiliaries. 


6. But with the Type-writer, the labor of affixing the 
words to paper is divided between the fingers of two hands 
and the simple touch of a key causes the imprint of the type 
to be affixed on the paper; and by this economy of finger 
movement in making each letter, a maximum speed of from 
thirty to forty words a minute in writing with a pen is in- 
creased to from sixty to eighty words a minute in putting the 
imprint ot the types on paper. And, uot only is the amount 
of work doubled which a person can accomplish in a given 
time, but, whether at the beginning or at the end of his days 
employment, each letter is impressed on the paper with me- 
chanical exactness. This is what has been attained by the 
use of the Type-writer when the words are printed at full 
length. 
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7. But with a proper system of abbreviation of the most 


frequently recurring words in the language, the speed of the 
expert operator may be readily increased to from 120 to 150 
words a minute—a rate sufficiently rapid for all stenographic 
uses except for reporting the utterances of swift speakers. 


8. In making a selection of such words for brief reyi1esen- 
tation, I have had a more special regard to the requirements 
of a system adapted to the language employed in legal pro- 
ceedings. And those in the lists printed in this volume, will 
be found to occur so frequently that, with practice and experi- 
ence, they may be printed by the Type-writer in their ab- 
breviated forms, often without conscious knowledge by the 
operator of the words he is writing and certainly without 
giving thought to their component letters; and the employ- 
ment will become at length almost as mechanical as that of 
the professional copyist in making transcripts of written or 
printed papers.

PREFIXES AND SUFFIXES. 
10. A careful examination of the written or printed lan- 
guage discloses the fact that certain combinations of letters 
forming parts of words, usually from two to five in number, 


are of frequent occurrence. They are generally found as_ 


adjunct syllables to primative words or roots and are known 
as prefixes and suffixes. To further increase the speed of 


steno-printing, provision is made for their brief representa-. 


tion. For readiness of statement all such combinations of 
letters may be called prefixes or suffixes, accordingly as 
they are initial or terminal in their connection with the body 
of the word, though, in some instances, in the technical use 
of the terms they are neither. Those in most common use 
are the following:

ARBITRARY REPRESENTATION. 


19. With the Type-writer constructed for both capital and 
small letters on each type-bar, when the instrument is ad- 
justed for the employment of the small letters only, there is 
available for arbitrary use in Steno-printing the figures 2, 3, 
4,5, 6,7, 8 and 9, and the punctuation marks—-the comma, 
the semi-colon and the hyphen. There is also available 
for such use either an extra capital letter I or the exclama- 
tion point—some machines being constructed with the one 
and some with the other on the same type-bar with the period. 
For further increasing the speed of the operator, these char- 
acters are arbitrarily assigned to special uses as the repre- 
sentatives of others of the groups of letters contained in the 
foregoing list of prefixes and suffixes. _

METHOD. OF PRACTICE. 

39. The learner should read and re-read the introduction 
until the scheme of shortened representation set forth there- 
in is thoroughly understood. He is then prepared to begin 
a course of practice in printing the abbreviations of the va- 
rious words which are given in illustration of the system. 
This practice, while it will aid him in committing the steno- 
print forms to memory, will enable him also to acquire facil- 
ity in the manipulation of the instrument in making their 
imprints on the paper. This practice should be continued 
until the abbreviations for the various prefixes and suffixes 
are thoroughly impressed on the memory. 


40. It is of the first importance, also, that the learner 
should read every exercise that he has written, that his eye 
may become so familiarized with the abbreviations, and the 
words they represent be suggested to him on sight. 


OMISSION OF VOWELS. 


41. The practice which the learner shall have had in ac- 
cordance with these directions, has doubtless attracted his 
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attention to the fact that, in the examples of abbreviations 
given, the vowels have been largely omitted. The experi- 
ence of stenographers, who use scarce any vowels, has shown 
that such omission does not impair the legibility of their 
short-hand writing. Hence, asa rule, only consonant letters 
and the figures or marks arbitrarily assigned to represent 
prefixes, suffixes and words are employed in steno-printing. 


42. But of the words in frequent use, a few, by reason of 
their extreme brevity, or because of their liability to be mis- 
taken for others if printed in shortened form, must be print- 
ed wholly, or in part, with their vowel letters. As they 
form exceptions to the general rule, they should be used in 
practice until they are committed to memory. ‘They are as 
follows:

In connection with the 
reading, itis of equal importance that he practice the ab- 
breviations used in illustration thereof, until speed has been 
acquired in printing them and they are fixed in the memory. 
And each exercise so printed should be read by the learner 
until his eye is so far-educated that the abbreviations will 
readily convey to his mind a knowledge of the words they 
represent. Supposing him to have been thus thorough in 
pursuing his study and practice, he should next begin a 
course of practice with the abbreviations of those words 
which are in such frequent use in the construction of the 
language as to constitute fully three-fifths of the words em- 
‘ployed in speech and composition.

53. The foregoing list of words which are such important 
factors in the composition of the current language, should 
also be thoroughly practiced until they can be printed and 
read with ease and facility. This accomplished, the learner 
may proceed to practice the abbreviations of the other words 
incommonuse. This will be found to be an easy task. Fully 
two-thirds of such words are composed in part of prefixes 
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or suffixes, or both, the abbreviatious for which joined to the 
other letters are in most cases keys to interpret the words 
_for which the steno-prints stand. And with a knowledge of 
the principles of the system impressed on the mind, the com- 
position of the abbreviations will readily suggest to the 
operator the words they represent. But as a guide to the 
learner, that his practice may be restricted to those words 
which, with those he has already learned, make up the great 
body of the language, a further list of words in common use, 
with their steno-print representatives, is hereto added, and 
these should be next taken up in regular practice until they 
are both printed and read with equal readiness.

ANALOGIES PRESERVED IN ABBREVIATION. 


54. It will doubtless occur to the learner that in many in- 
stances shorter abbreviations might be used than those 
selected. This is due to the purpose of the author to pre- 
serve analogy of representation. A combination of letters 
or of letters and figures having been assigned to represent a 
prefix or suffix, it is advisable that it be uniformly used 
therefor, even though, in some instances, the steno-print 
might be still further shortened without interfering with its 
legibility. But aside from this consideration it is well to 
avoid extreme abbreviation until experience shall show that 
it tan be used with safety. 


PUNCTUATION. 


55. In steno-printing but little regard can be paid to 
punctuation by reason of the swiftness with which the 
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operator must sometimes print in receiving dictation. An 

interrogation point may,be indicated by a comma and 
semi-colon joined, and a period by three spaces. Usually 
no space need be left after the interrogation thus indicated. 
The following examples will illustrate: 


ry gl2tn 2da,;i th nt wy nt,;bezivnt tm2g 


Are you going to town to-day? I think not. Why not? 
Because I have not time to go. 


STENO-PRINT PHRASES. 


56. As heretofore stated, the list of words used in the eur- 
rent language is comparatively small. Hence, it must often 
happen in the construction of sentences, that two or more 
words will be grouped together in phrases and become very 
familiar to the sight and hearing. The abbreviations for 
such words may often be printed without spaces being left — 
between them, and the experienced and intelligent operator 
will soon learn to recognize the groups of words they repre- 
sent as readily as if each were separated by a space from the 
other. As the non-use of spaces will further economize finger 
movement, they may be omitted to the extent that they will 
accelerate the speed of the operator and not impair the legi- 
bility of his steno-printing. It is difficult to lay down a 
rule which will exactly define the extent to which this expe- 
dient may be applied. This must be determined by the ope- 
rator as he gains experience and the necessity is shown for 
itsemployment. But, as a guide to the learner, the following 
general statement will be found of service : | 


57. Whenever two or more words occur so frequently to- 
gether that their abbreviations can, with experience, be 
printed without spaces, and with no more thought than 
would be required to print them separately, and the abbre- 
viations thus conjoined can be easily read, then spaces may 
be omitted.

59. This expedient for saving finger movement is familiar 
to stenographers, who, in practical reporting, write common 
phrases, without lifting the pen or pencil from the paper, 
and the groups of words thus written are to them as legible 
as though each word had been written apart from the others. 

60. It is well for the learner, however, in his early practice 
to exercise some degree of care in the making of steno-print 
phrases, and in all cases to feel a reasonable assurance that 
the words occur in connection with such frequency that they 
can, with experience, be written without a conscious effort 
of the mind being employed to group them together. 

61. To attempt to prepare a list of phrases from which, in 
steno-printing, the spaces may be safely omitted, would be 
a useless task, for the combinations of common words are so 
numerous that they would suffice to fill a volume of them- 
selves. A few examples need only be given by way of illus- 
tration and the study and practice of those will induct the 
operator into the method of forming steno-print phrases, and 
gradually he will extend the use of the expedient until it 
shall meet the requirements of his pursuit.
